Washington, Feb. 2L— An additional 
batoli of correspondence relating to Ha- 
waiian matters was sent to tho Senate this 
afternoon under executive seal. Jlessra. 
Castle and Wilder, members of tho Ha- 
waiian Annexation Commission, laft Wasli- 
ington this evening en route to San Fran- 
cisco. Mr. Thuraton, tho head of tho com- 
mission, expects to leave on Thursday, join- 
ing Ilia ussociates in Chicago on Saturday, 
whence they will go to San rruiieisco to- 
gether. Among tho correapoudence was a 
confidential letter from Minister Stevens to 
Secretary of Stuto Foster, written last 
NoTeniber. In it Mr. Stevens gave a full 
statemeut of the tinuncial, agriculiural, po- 
litical and social condition of tho 
ialand. The following paragraph, in 
view of the appeal of tho Princes Kaiulani 
to the American people sent out from Lon- 
don a few days ago, has a peculiar interest 
to Anioricans ; " The I'rinceas, heir-appar- 
ent, liiiB always been, and ia likely alwaya 
to be, under Knglish influence. Her father 
ia Britiah in blood aud is lirnily intrenched 
hero as Collector of Customs, an important 
and iulluentittl oflico. She has been for sume 
years and atill is in England, Her patron, 
who has a kind of guardianship over her, ia 
T. H. Diivis, an Ilnglisliinan, who lived liere 
many years, who still owns hirgc property 
in tho Jslanila, and is a resolute and per- 
sist cut O|)ponent of the American iiciiuisitioa 
of Pearl harbor. 

Mr. Wudehouae, the KngUsli Minister, 
has long resided liere ; his eldeat son is mar- 
ried to a half-caate sister of tlio Crown 
Princess. Anotlier son ia in the Honolulu 
postollice and a daughter also is married to 
a resident of one of the Islands. Tho death 
of the present (jueen, therefore, would virtu- 
ally place un English Prinoess on the 
Hawaiian throne and puti in the liands of 
the ultra-EDglish the patronage and inilu 
ence of the palace. In the existing state of 
things, with non-Atnerican ' intervention, 
these inflaenoes, skilfully handled, are near- 
ly equal, frequently snperior, to tho power 
of the Legislature. Add to this the power 
of tho irresponsible mob of iioodlums, and 
there results a state of things whioh would 
put it in tho power of Canadian and ultra- 
British schemers, with a subsidy fund of 
550,000, to secure control of tho Legislature 
and, by prompt and vigorous action, secure 
Canadian and British franchises, jirivilegea 
and rit'lita entirely legal, to get rid of wliich 
would cau.se omlmrrasanient and expense to 
the Unit(Hl States and lier ulli'. i liere. 

Sak ]<'kan<'Isco, Feb. L'l.— Ceiieral (Iri- 
hani, coiuin;iiidint**liicer at the Presidio, 
has not lieard anything of tlie proposition 
to send troops to Honolulu. When spoken 
to about the matter he said: " At Port 
Mason there ia now a battery of artillery of 
lifly-cight men, under command of Cajit. 
Dj.ys. On .-Vlcalra/. there are two l^atterics 
of artillery of one liuuilred and sixteen 
nun, under command of Lieut. -Col. ,]uent. 
Hero at tho Presidio and Port Wiulield 
Scott there are about si.x hundred men A\ 
told, composing parts of two regiments. 
One is my own regiment, thePifth artillery, 
of wliicli we liavo six batteries here. The 
Pnurtli cavalry also has three troops here. 
At Angel Island there are five 
companies of infantry of about two hundred 
and fifty men. Undoubtedly troops 
iviid artillery would be sent from this post, 
the Presidio, to Honolaln, if any were sent 
to Hawoii." Lieutenant Lyman said : "If 
the United States annexes Hawaii some 
regulor troops will probably be sent there, 
but I think not more than one regitiient of 
infantry and a few batteries of artillery, aa 
that would bo all that would be necessary 
if a few war ships were there, and in case 
any necessity arose for any coiu'erted action 
of tlie naval and land forces. '' A United 
States n.ival oliicer, who has several times 
been in the iaiands, stated that the plan to 
organize a force from tlie native element, 
coinnianded by American oliicers, was an 
excellent one for Boverul reasons. In tho 
first place the natives would not feel that 
foreign rule was forced upon them if they 
were allowed to serve and do their own 
home military duty. 



UNION on SEPARATION. 

fJrand Orange bodge Protest Against IIoliio 
Rule— (iraiul Demonstration Convened. 

LoNDO.v, Feb. 21.— Tho Grand Orange 
Lodge of Belfast has sent out a voheuiont 
manifesto against Mr. Gladstone's Homo 
Rule bill. The manifesto demands Either 
union or separation from Great Britain. 
" Wo would accept tho latter," says the 
manifesto, " sorrowfully but courageoualy, 
as the only alternative left to a deserted 
and betrayed people, but wo would resiat to 
I ho death any attempt to force upon us a 
bastard combination of the two." The 
manifesto names March 22 as tlio date of a 
great Unionist demonstration in Ulster hall, 
wliere the men of Ulater will formally de- 
clare their uncompromising opposition to 
the Homo Rule bill. The manifesto closes 
with tlio exhortation that the Unionists 
avoid all connections calculated to cause 
disorder, aud thus "likely to betray them 
into tho hands of their historic foes."

How the Killing of the Victim on the Thekliv

tho three sailors of the Thokla who are here 

awtiting trial for having eaten their Dutch 
companion after tho wrecking of their ship 
at aea. He doacribca tho men as dirty, un- 
canny creatures, who speak only in broken 
aeiilences and do not appear to realize that 
their deed was in any way I'oprelien- 
aiblo. All spoke of the killing of the 
Dutchman aa the only thing to be done un- 
der the circunistaiicea. They do not re- 
member who lirst suggested tho sacrificing 
of one of tlu! four men in tho rigging. Lots 
were drawn with pieces torn from their 
shirt. After the lot had fallen upon him 
twice, the Dulclimau ]>y turning hia back, 
gave them the signal for them to proceed. 
.Vndcrson and Jaoobsen held him by the 
shoulders and legs while Johannsen stabbed 
him to death. They ate his ilesh from the 
time of the killing until they were rescued. 

IMMIGRATION. 

'i'liR Ifovemont to Canada Likely to,B^ Checked 
by the Increase of Ocean Passage Bates. 

Montreal, Feb. 21. — A Star special from 

fjondon says; Kuiigriition circles in Great 
Britain arc much perturbed by the action of 
Canadian steamaliip lines in raising tho emi- 
grant rates 25 per cent., just when every- 
thing pointeil favorably to a more than usu- 
ally largo emigration to Canada. Thia iii- 
creaBc, if persisted in, muat cheek the niovo- 
nieiit of settlers to tlio Dominion, and it ia 
feared that it will largely counleriict the in- 
creased iiKhieenients ollereil by the (iovern- 
mer.t and ('anadian railway. Now Zi^nlaiid 
will profit liy the move, for it is just an- 
nounced that tlio rates to that country have 
been lowered so as to better compote with 
Canada. 



'(From our own Corrospondont.) 

Ottawa, Feb. 21.— Tho Dominion Rifle 
.'Vaaociation to-day arrived at an important 
decision. The Martini-Henri will bo used 
exclusively in thia year's u'.atches of the 
uaaociation. Tlio general feeling, however, 
ia that the Government ought not to arm 
tho forces with the Martini-Henri, but in- 
stead obtain the Martini-Motford rifio, 
which General Herbert advocates. Hon. 
Mr. Patterson made an iinporiaut speech, 
stating it would bo his duty to take tho ad- 
vice of the Major-Gonoral commanding and 
throw the respouaibility on him. Both he 
and the Geiioralareof opinion that a better, 
smaller and more ell'ective force can bo had 
than one|nieromerolycxiatingon paper. Those 
military men in the country who got up or- 
ganizations for tho sake of a military career 
and wearing a gorgeous uniform would find 
their career very short-lived if they did not 
come up to the necessary standard. The 
Militia department would have been tho 
last department ho would have selected for 
himself, but finding himself now there, Iw 
was going to do hia duty, no matter who 
was hit. This announcement was received 
with cheers. 

Hon. Br. Ferguson will call attention to 
the probability of a cholelra epidemio next 
year. Steerage emigrants will be landed at 
Quebec hereafter instead of Montreal, there 
being better accommodation at the former 
place. « 

The Senate resumed to>night after two 
weeks' holidays. Hon. A. B. Angers intro- 
duced a bill abolishing three religious holi- 
days. 

There ia a great boom in favor of Judge 
Skinner, of St. John, for tho position of 
deputy minister of justice. 

Mr. McCarthy presented the petition of 
twenty-one thousand patrons of industry in 
favor ot tariff reform. 

Judge Gwynne could not attend the 
Supreme court to-day; hence the court ad- 
journed for one week.

Collaiise of the Great and Almost All I'owpr- 
fu! Dfiil of Which It Was the llciid. 

New York, Fob. 21.— The rise and fall of 
one of the most) extensive and ambitiona 

railroad combinations ever attempted are- 
embraced in the comparatively brief period 
of one year and a fortnight. It was just a 
year ago this month that the formation of 
tho great Reading, Jersey Central and Le- 
high Valley allianco was publicly announced. 
Railroad men and Wall-street finan- 
ciers were surprised and impressedi 
by tho magnitude of the combination. 
In mileage it was the largest rail" 
roud system in the East, and its ownership, 
of coal mines made it apparently the arbit- 
rat or of the coal markets of the country. 
Within a few days there have been 
rumors of an impendini; default in rental ' 
obligations due the Lehigh Valley road. 
Naturally the heavy selling of the Beading 
shares In the atock exchanges here and Phila- 
deljjhia last Friday and Saturday and the 
rapid decline in prices auggested financial 
weakness on the part of tho management of 
the property.

The (/alifornia schooner .San Jose, releaaed 
from detention by the customs authorities 
on Monday has been purchased fur sealing 
by Capt. Kelly of this city, and ia now fit- 
ting up for her cruise umler the command 
of Capt. Cromwell. 

The new sailing yacht being built by the 
-McPhce Bros, for Mr.'Jvirk, of Turner, Bee- 
ton <t Co., is still on tho ways, and will 
thero remain until completed. Ker mast 
and rigging are yet to be put on her. 

The .small sloop which came to grief on 
Macauley Point several weeks ago is now 
on the rocks cloae to the outer wharf. 
There ia a largo hole in her bottom, big 
enough for a man to go through. 

The tug Lome's machinery is rncciving a 
thorough overhauling ut Spratt'a wharf. 
The muihiuists working on her soy it will 
be fully four more weeks before the steamer 
is again ready for service. 

The ateam schooner Mischief arrived from 
the Mainland yesterday afternoon. It is 
understood she will shortly make prepara- 
tions for another sealing cruise. 

The little steamer Angerona was on the 
beach yesterday having some repairs made 
to her bottom.

Very littlo encouragement to soaliug men 
.r is oonlsined in the -report of the sohooncr 
Brenda, which retnnied to port in distress 
•; yesterday, bringing with lu;^ the crew of 
Jtho San Fran^'^p^ gohooner J. C. Ford, 
^ioked up at sea. The Brenda sinoo her de- 
partura, on Janudry 26, secured .but five 
Beals, two of the number being shot from 
the schooner's deck, the weather only per- 
mitting the lowering of a boat for about one 
iiour during tho entire cruise. Seals were 
plentiful all along the coast as far south as 
Ciipo Mendocino, but tho boisterous giiles 
and huiivy seas wore their protection. As 
the reward of an expenditure of l)i;twocn 
S'J.OUO and S.'f.OOO and the braving (if many 
dangers anil hardaliipa, Captain l,ot;l;t! ex- 
hibits ii\ e skins — more valuable than even 
sealskins are generally supposed to ho. 

The severity nf the storms through which 
the 13renda passed is evidcueed by lier 
broken skylights and by the fa<;t tlmt the 
run home was made without a /.ompnaa 
'aboard, this very necessary inatrumant, us 
well as numerous moveable articles onalcck, 
being washed overboard. 

liut it is an ill wind thot blows goo£ to 
none, and tho same gale wbi/;h desUcyed 
the Brenda's chances among tho bcu'Iu car- 
ried her to Gray's Harbor in time to save 
the lives of tho crew of the San Froneisoo 
coaster J. C. Ford, which u few houra later 
disappeared beneath the waves. 

The Ford, commanded by Capt. Charles 
Brown, one of the veteran navigators of the 
Pacific Coast, left SanFrancisco February <J, 
with a mixed cargo of lime and machinery, 
filled out with sand ballast, for Gray's Har- 
bor, where a return cargo of lumber was to 
bo taken on. 

Tho passage up was favorable, fair weather 
prevailing until Uie night of Tuesday, the 
7''l i'l"'.'. , w'hen being oil' the second nud 
cluuitici buoy, Capt, Brown decided to run | 
in. Soon iiftor, tlio sky bi'i'AI'iS uveicaso 
and a series of nasty stjUalls made tlieir ap- 
pearance, driving the schooner — a three- 
master of 232 tons — on the south spit. She 
contiived to get off, but not without injury, 
for in the collision tho rudder was carried 
away, together with all the dead wood 
fklong tho keel and a long strip of the keel 
itself. 

Almost immediately the ship began to 
take in water, and. while one squad of the 
crew of seven were at the pumps, tho re- 
mainder of the men were busily employed 
keeping the schooner ofif the rooky shore by 
manoearring the sails, the steering gear 
being entirdy destroyed. The small boat 
was provisioned in autioipation of "worst 
coming to worst," though its chances in the 
sea that was running would have been in- 
finitesimal, and for two days the littlo band 
worked like heroes, with the water steadily 
gaining upon them, the pumps becoming 
plugged and tho ship becoming each hour 
more unmanageable. 

On Friday nioruing anew terror presented 
itself — the lime caught fire and added to the 
horrors of the situation ; the shore 
was fully 25 miles distant and 
tho rough waters promised immediate 
destruction of any small boat which 
might be entrusted to them. Signals of dis- 
tress were displayed uight and day, and tho 
captain and crew resigned thcinaelves to 
the agony of waiting — they themselves ^vore 
powerlets to do anything for their own sal- 
vation. 

•So I'^riday and Friday night passed ; early 
on .Saturday morning the signals of diatress 
were seen by the Brenda, which promptly 
bore down to the ruacue and succeodcd, not 
only in transferring Captain Brown and his 
men to safety, but in removing moveable 
property to tho value of $!2,000 or more be- 
fore tho end of tho Ford came. Only a few 
scant hours after tlicir resouo Captain 
Brown and his men, from the Brenda's 
deck, saw the Ford give a long lurch — then 
sink from sight in the dark waters. 

After -visiting Neah Bay, to find that the 
tolegraphio service there was rendered use- 
less by Bi break, the Brenda shaped her 
course for Victoria, where she landed Capt. 
Brown and his crew yesterday. They at 
once communicated the facts of the case to 
U.S. CJonsul Myers, and will proceed home 
to San Francisco. The Brenda's owners 
will secure value received for the time lost, 
in the salvage secured. The Ford herself, 
it is understood, will be a total loss to her 
owners, tlie U. B. Slada Lumber Co., of 
Sun Francisco, who carried no insurance, 
Capt. Brown's S'2,'J.")() upon his individual 
share being the only policy on the ve.iael. 
She was a San Francisco craft, built eleven 
years ago, and valued roughly ut f 15,000. 

THE Elil'XTIlIU TJ5A1IWAY CO. 

Tci TiiK KniTOR :— It is reported tliat the 
City Council has been negotiating with the 
Tramway Company with a view to its pur- 
chase. 

As a shareholder of tho Company 1 strong- 
ly protest against a sale of tho property to 
the city. 

When the Company was started it was a 
venture in which shareholders risked this 
money. Had it turned out a failure they 
woidd have lost every dollar of it and the 
city would not have offered to bear any 
proportion of it. Because it is a success is 
tho reason why the city wants to get hold of 
it, and the cause of a number of dog in tho 
manger citizens howling at tho Company 
and at tbono enterprising ])0(iple who put 
their capital into llio speculation. Tho cry 
about a lifty years grinding niono[)oly is all 
humbug. The C()ni[iany has done not only 
all rcijuired of it, but a groat deal more. 
Its only fault to my mind is tliat it has 
been too enterprising in extending its track 
for tho ucconuuodation of the people. The 
duty of the directors i.s to consider the in- 
terests of tho stookholdors tirst, last ami all 
the time, unil not to listen to any propoai- 
tion from may(n- or aldermen to buy out the 
property ;uui franchise of tho Company. 
What with tho smallpox last summer and 
tho unfortunate (ire which destroyed the 
valuable machinery of the Company, the 
shareholders had to pas i last yoat 'a rlividorid. 

Xow the Tramway Company bus a first 
class new and extra powerful plant housed 
in a substantial brick building practically 
fare proof and everything in running order 
to take advantage of next summer's travel, 
which prondaes to be unprecedented. 'J'osell 
out to tho city would bo nothing short of 
madness wldch would qualify the directors 
for the New Westminster lunatic asylum.

AN EVIL LOCTRIiJE. 

(Portland Oregonlan.) 
Soven months ago there lived at Home- 
stead, Fa., a man who stood at the head of 
n^echanics in the United States, so far as 
wages and condition in life were concerned. 
He was receiving as much for his labor every 
day as the average skilled mechanic receives 
in an entire week. Ho owned a home of his 
own, consisting of a pleasant and commo- 
dious house and ornamented grounds, and 
in this home he lived with his young family 
in peace, and ought to have livoil tliurc in 
contentment. To-day ho stands in the pri.i- 
oner's dock, pale and haggard from 
confinement in jail, to answer to 
the charge of murder. This change 
in tho conditions of life surrounding 
Hugh O'l>onnoll is duo solely to his adhor- 
enoe to the pornieious, revolutionary and 
anarchistic doctrine, now so widely disaoin- 
inated among workmen, that the employe 
has the riglit to dictate to the employer the 
terms upon which ho ahall work, and forci- 
bly to proi-cuL the emjjloyor from securing 
other labor that tho employe has an 
ei|uitable interest in the plant of the om- 
jiloyer aud in tho product of it ; 'and that 
when tho employe and employer disagree 
u[)on tho terms upon which work shall he 
done, the former has a nmral right to take 
possession of the eslahlishinenl und by force 
juevent others from eutering it to perform 
labor. 

The practical application of this doctrine 
at Homestead sent a shock of horror through 
the country. Men were murdered, a hand- 
ful of men, with this O'Donnell at their 
head, arrogatud to themselves the power to 
dictate the conduct of thousands. They 
drove citizens out of town, interfered with 
the individual freedom of perfect strangers, 
nullified the law and obstructed its ecforce- 
ment by tho civil authorities, until the 
strong arm of tho military was employed to 
terminate their illegally exercised power 
and reatoro the authority of tho law. Three 
men have been convict ed of nnirder in ad- 
ministering pcisnn to innocent workingmon 
bocaUBo they dared to labor for tlioir living, 
tho b ailor of the illegal advisory committee 
is now on trial for uuirder, and others lio 
under indictment. It is a uad ])ioture, but 
it n\ight have bcensaddiH' and more horrible 
still, as audi i)icluroa will surely l)e unli^sa 
the doctrine upon which organized labor 
Hoeks to (d)taiu and bold forcible control of 
inanufaoturim,' 0!itid)lialim('nt3, railroads and 
other groat omployora f)f labor, bi! eradi- 
cated fropi I ho popular mind. Bloodshed 
and sulhM'ing, anarchy and la wkasnos.s, can 
be the only outoome of any effort to put 
that doctrine into practical operation. lOven 
worse wouM be the result of successful as- 
sertion of tho principle, since indnstrio;' 
would bo paruly/.ed, capital would retire 
from produclivo pursuits, and want and 
misery would bo the lot of those who must 
toil daily for bread.

THU: GOMMISSIONHRS' REPORT. 

The report of the Commissioners ap- 
pointed to inquire into tlie late epidemic of 
smallpox in the Province of British Colum- 
bia ia a wcll-considered and a woU-written 
dooumont. It contains much information 
vrhioh will be of the utmost value to thoso 
wlio may hereafter bs entrusted with the 
preservation of the public health in this 
Province. It is quite evident that tho 
Commiaaioners set about their work with 
tho single desire to find out how tho out- 
break originated, and what was done to 
suppress it. They therefore take the moat 
indulgent view possible of the manner in 
which the offioials of the Dominion Govern- 
ment and the City performed their duties. 
They very properly considered themaolves 
iiiquircra and not censors. For in- 
stance in speaking of tlio Quarantine 
Officer of this Port in connection 
with the smallpox oases which escaped 
" probably unavoidably " his attention, and 
tho precautions he had used, the Commia- 
aioners say : " We do not wish to impute 
to him any want of skill. On tho contrary, 
in tho course of hia evidence hia zeal and 
ability wore manifest." Thoy account for 
the laxity of the quarantine instruotions of 
the Dominion Government In a manner both 
roasonablo and natural : 

" After thirty years imnmnity," they re- 
mark, "from any epidemic, after finding 
that even when cases of smallpox have 
arisen here they have shown no disposition 
to spread, it would, in April or May last, 
•have probably been deemed by the whole 
public of British Columbia quite unreason- 
able and fantastic if the same measures of 

S;?'. , •quarantine had been directed or inaiated on 
by tho Dominion Government which tho 
" «anio public deoinod barely adequate in July 
or Aucjuat." 

This ia quite true, but we do not nnder- 

1^ . ' 8^d the Commissioners to teach that lack 

^v , of vigilance or carelessness is at any time 
justifiable in the quarantine department of 
the Dominion (Jovcrumcnt. Tlie lesson 
which tho report conveys, wlicu properly 
considered, ia exactly the opposite. It shows 
that thirty years' immunity from amallpox 
does not justify slackness on the part of the 
ofBoials or apathy on the part of the people, 

^ - for in tho thirty-first year the smallpox or 
the cholera may come and, finding tho ports 
' unguarded, ciTect an ' entrance into tho 
Dominion and do any amount of miaohief 
before it disappears or ia auppressod. Thirty 
years immunity may create a feeling of se- 
curity, bub it is a false security, and, on the 
part of thoso upon whom tlio responsibility 
of guarding tho country against tho inva- 
sion of diaoase rests, a criminal security. 

The Comiiiiaaionors take the same in- 
dulgent view of the course pursued by tho 
oivio ofiioialB at the oommenoement of the 

f i outbreak. " Nothing," they say, " could 
equal the zeal and activity ot tlio Mayor 
■ and the officials of the corporation." Thev 
however add : " But wo lliink tlieir elTartb 
were misdirected. Thoy liail very inade- 
quate 'professional assiatanco and advice. 
The lay staff employed was quite inexper- 
ienced, very imperfectly instructed and not 
sufHoiently supervised. The methods of 
quarantining and dlsinfeotlng 'intended to 



be pursued wore in aeveral oaaoa imper- 
fectly, carried out. Bub the main fault was, 
that these methods were erroneous in their 
conception." 

Tlie Commiaaioners find it difficult to 
trace the odgin of the outbreak in Victoria. 
Tho first case was tliat of Farrer, which 
made its appcarauco on tlie 28th of May, 
and the next was the St. Louis College case, 
in the first week in June. But it does not 
appear that the diaeaae waa propagated from 
either of these patioiita. During the greater 
part of tha month of Juno the city seems 
to liavo been clear of the smallpox. It re- 
appeared on the 20th at 56 Pandora street, 
and from that time forwa'rd it went on at, as 
tho Commisaioners put it, a "geometrical" 
rate of progress. 

The Coniinisaionors attribute part at leaat 
of the outbreak in Victoria, to the Forest- 
ers' excursion to Vancouver City, which re- 
turned on tlie I6th of June, and they are of 
opinion that the smallpox was brought to 
tho city of Vancouver by the steamship tho 
Kmprosa of Japan in April. Thoy found it 
oaaier to trace tho progress of the disease in 
X'anoouver owing to the clear and method- 
ical record kept by the Health Officer, Mr. 
Iluntly, than in Victoria, where there was 
a confusion of dates. 

The Commiaaioners speak favorably of the 
part taken by the Oovernnieiit in July laat 
to anppresa the diaenac, wliich was spread 
ing at such an alarming rate. What they 
say on this aubject ia well worthy the atten- 
tion of every intelligent man in the Province. 
It ia this : 

Looking to the rapidity with which the 
disease spread, and the proportiona it had 
asBumed, and the still greater proportiona 
it throalened, tho Government acted moat 
wisely in promptly appointing a Provincial 
llealtli Ollicor, and in iaaning tlie regulutions 
of lull July, 1HU-, for tho auppruooiou of 
tho disease. These regulations were, from 
the necessity of the case, drawn up in great 
haste, and may he perhaps altered with ad- 
vantage in some minor details. But, hasty 
as they were, they efTccted their object. 
Whenever they were properly enforced, the 
disease, if present, waa stamped out; if 
threatened merely, waa excluded. It is 
imposaiblo to estimate what might have 
been the loss to the Province, in life and in 
commerce, but for the energetic action of 
the Executive Council. And the want of 
accord between the views of the Provincial 
Health Officer and the Municipal Officer 
made the suspenaion of the latter, in 
accordance with tho provisions in the 
Health Bules, an absolute necessity, in 
order to secure obedience to the Provincial 
regulations. 

Tlio effect which tlie interposition of tlie 
Government produced is described in the 
report in the following clear and vigorous 
terms : 

Fortunately for the community, other 
directing powers intervened, with an extra- 
ordinary and immediate effect, ^\'ith tho 
change of syatom and administration, tho 
number of caaes, which seemed to be ad- 
vancing in a rapidly increaaing geometrical 
progression, waa checked ua it were by 
magic, and the history of tho epidemic from 
the 10th July merely records tho issue of 
the attacks already developed, and about an 
equal number of now cases, probably derived 
from these. Previously to Dr. Davie being 
put in charge, every case seemed to engen- 
der many. As soon as he put his system in 
operation, tho disease seeiVied to be entirely 
shorn of its mischievoua reproductive 
energy. By the 1st of August it seemed 
completely stamped out. 

The necessity of tho isolation not only of 
persona actually auffering from the disease 
but of those who have come in contact with 
them is strongly insisted upon in the report. 
The Commissioners, too, do their best to 
correct the very pernicious error that inex- 
perienced persona aro apt to fall into, which 
ia that there ia less danger of tho disease 
spreading from a mild case of smallpox than 
from a virulent one. Thoy hold that every 
case of smallpox should be carefully isolated 
whatever its character. 

The Commisaioners endeavor to impress 
upon tho Government the importance of 
vaccination. Tho experience of the recent 
outbreak adds to the great body of evidence 
in favor of tho efficacy of vaccination. Tho 
report states : 

In the recent epidemic, out of ono hun- 
dred cases treated by Dr. Kichardaon fifty- 
three had been vaccinated, but only six 
showed four scars, i. e., fully vaccinated. 
And out of thirteen dcath-i un/i/ oiik vin'riuat- 
eil pe.non diul, and he was suffering from a 
complication of disorders. That is, one 
vaccinated person died out of fifty-three at- 
/itrked and twelve unvaccinoted persojin out 
of forty-seven attacked. This is certain : 
that, although doctors and professional 
nurses are obviously more exposed to con- 
tagion than any other classes of the commu- 
nity, not a sinij/i: doctor or projessiona/ 
nursi: irm attach.d diirin;; t/ir irholi roiir^c of 
th' ipidi.mi'- hi'ri'. 

Tho Italics aro ours. Tho fact that among 
the vaccinated persons who caught the dis- 
ease in Victoria ouly ono died should of it- 
self show any unprejudiced man the wiailom 
of being vaccinated liiniaelf and of per- 
suading all over whom ho liaa influence to 
allow tlic operation to be performed on 
them. After hearing what tho anti- 
vaccinationist witnesses bad said in favor 
of their views, the Commisaioners 
arrived at the following conclusion 
with respect to vaccination : " lu our 
opinion, tlierefore, thouijli vaccination 
ia not infallible — probably there ia no 
infallilile remedy or prophylactic against 
any disorder in the world — yet it is so 
potent that, if universally adopted, small- 
pox might be eliminated from tho nomon- 
olature of existing diseaEcs." 

The suggestions of the Commission with 
respect to quarantine generally are sensible 
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and practical. They believe that forty 
days is too long a period for isolation. They 
recommend careful and repeated inspection 

of vessels and their cargoes, and the erec- 
tion of hogpitala near all aoiiports for the re- 
ception of persona alllicted with contagious 
diseases, both imported and non-imported. 
They also consider that tho proper way to 
dispose of the bodioa of thoae who dio of 
such diseases as smallpox and cholera is cro- 
mation, and they give what many will con- 
aider good reasons for their belief. The re- 
port bears internal ovidenco of careful 
thought and conscientious inquiry, and is 
well worthy an attentive perusal. 



NIPPED IN THE BUD. 

We are glad to see thab the City Council 
gave ita quietua to Mr. Beaven's by-law for 

limiting tho number of licjuor licenses. It 
waa a measure calculated to do much injus- 
tioo without ell'octing tho least good in any 
direi:tion. Tho shrewd coniinou aenae of 
tho citizens waa not long in catimating the 
Mayor's pet measure at its true value. 
There is no one in the city that we know, 
except Ilis Worship himself, who mourns 
the untimely death' of the misbegotten 
" bantling." 

Not being learned in the law, we are not 
ablo to say whether tho Mayor has pov/er to 
introduce a by-law or not, but we are quite 
certain that if he has tho power the sooner 
ho is deprived of it the bettor. 
The practico of permitting the pre- 
siding officer of the Council to 
take the initiative with respect to by-lawa is 
certain to produce inoonvouionco and un- 
pleasantness. If, for instance, tho pro- 
priety of the course pursued by tho Mayor 
in engineering his iiieasurca through the 
Council ia called in queatioii by any of its 
mombera, he, on each point of order, must 
appeal to tho Mayor himself. Alderman 
Munn, if we recollect right, made an objec- 
tion to the way in whioh Mr. Beaven in- 
troduced hia by-law. But His Worship, aa 
preaiding officer, very aoon decidtd in his 
own favor and proceeded to obtrude bia by- 
law on the not too willing Council. We, for 
our own part, do not believe that il was 
over intended, thai tho Mayor should bo 
judge in his own case. He has no doubt 
power to recomoiend a measure, but 
the very fact of his being invested with 
that power presupposes that he has not tho 
power to introduce a measure, for ■ what 
sense would there be in giving the Mayor 
tho privilege to recommend measures if he 
could whenever he pleased introduce any 
measure he wished to see passed ? Tho 
law in defining the duties of Mayor or 
Roove says it shall be hia duty : 

To communicate from time to time to the 
Council uU Buch information and recommend 
all auch by-laws, resolutions and measures 
aa, in hia opinion, may tend to the improve- 
ment of tho finances, health, security, clean- 
liness and comfort of the municipality. 

The reader will observe that it is the 
word " recommend " not " introduce," 
which is used. Neither does it aay that he 
can both rccoiiiiiiend and introduce, as 
that would be nouaeiise, for the person who 
intioilucea must of neccsaity recommend. 
But it is quite poasible to recommend >rith- 
out introdueing, in fact this is the con- 
stitutional custom with the Head of the 
Executive. Wo do not say that Mayor 
Heaven when he undertakes to introduce a 
bill arrogates to hiiiisolf u power which he 
oca not pDaseag, hut wu ilo a ly that it ia a 
power which ho ought not to posaess, and 
wo will say further that if the Councillors 
had a proper respect for their own aubhor- 
ty, thoy would treat every by-law which His 
Worship introduceaas they did his License 
Limitation law. 



EDITORIAL COMMENT. 

Tin: Tiinoa being unablo to aay a single 
word in dtfenco of ita wanton and wholly 
unjuatiliuble attack on the Hon. Mr. Turner, 
triea to distract public attention from its 
journalistic ruffianism by berating us about 
the language we used in condemnation of 
the course it pur.sued. This is one of its old 
tricka. We did not use one word at ul^ 
stronger than tho occasion re(|uired. Its 
attack wafc aa unprincipled aa it waa unde- 
served, and its failure; even to attempt to 
justify lb proves that it is conscious that wo 
spoke of it in tho terms it deserved. It 
acts, however, on the jirinciplo of ail low 
class journals, which is, if you tell a lie 
stick to it. It asserted that Mr. Turner 
said in hiaapeech on Mr. Keitli'a reaolution 
that Canada produced only two good tilings 
— whiakey and cloth — and yesterday even- 
ing it repeated the lie. It is needless to auy 
that Mr. Turner never said anything of the 
kind, or Uionght of saying it.

SIMILAB NAMES ' CONFUSING. 

Tho Court Bcfasos the Bog'lBtratloa of Two 
Townsites Having SlmiUar Kames. 

Following is tho text of a judgment re- 
cently delivered by Mr. Justice Drake on 
tho appeal of the owners of " Lardo " town- 
site to the courts to have tho townsite regis- 
tered under that name, "L^rdeau," ou 
Upper Arrow Lake Ann, having already 
been registered s 

Motion to make a rule absolute calling on 
the Registrar-General of Titles to effect 
registration of a map of the proposed town- 
site of Lardo. Mr. Irving deposited a map 
for registration on 12th January of 
lot 187, Group 1, Kootenay, divided 
into town lots and blocks, calling tho 
locality Lardo. 

On the 2nd December, 18!)2, Mr. I'ooloy'a 
client deposited and registered a map of 
lots 299 and 430, group 1, Kootenay IMs- 
trict ; also divided up into lots and blocks, 
and called Lardeau. The registrar declined 
to register Mr. Irving'a map aa a map of 
tho town of Lardo, but would register if the 
name Lirdo was eliminated. 

Section .57 of tho Land Registry Act com- 
pols tho owners of property which has been 
subdivided into lota dillering from tho mnn- 
ner in which tho survey waa originally 
made, to deposit in tho laud registry otlico 
a plan on a specitied scale sliowiug the sub- 
divisions and manner of streets, roads, oto. 
From the lime of deposit the registrar shall 
keep an index of tlio lands described or 
designated by any number or letter on such 
map by tho name by which such person 
designates the same, and all iuatrumenta 
atlecting tho land shall conform thereto. 

This index, which the regiatrar baa to 
keon_ would, in tho ordinary course, show 
the 'lota and blooka by tho number or letter 
indicated on tbe map. The section tli;;^ 
adds, by the name "by which auoh person 
designates the same. Does this refer to 
the number or letter indicated on the map 
or does it refer to the name which the per- 
son haa selected as tbe name of the subdi- 
vision generally ? 

The section is not very clear, but I am 
inclined to the opinion that it refers to tho 
name which tho owner haa given to tho gen 
oral subdivision, if one has been given. Tho 
practice of tho oflice, I find, has been when- 
ever an owner haa given a name, to carry 
that name though tbe register, as town of 
Ainsworth, town of Ifelson, Fairfield estate, 
etc. 

This being so, I think_ tho registrar ia 
right in refusing to register a second map 
with a name identical in sound with another 
name already on the register. 

I am further of opinion that when once 
a name haa been adopted ou the register aa 
the namo of an intended town, there ia an 
element of property in it which would en- 
able tho court to restrain any one register- 
ing a similar name, if it were shown that 
the identity of names was calculated to 
deceive. 

I musti therefore refuse tbe rule asked for.

Gold Conimisaioner Cunimina is down 
from Donald and speuka most encouragingly 
of Ills section of the country. The recent 
discovery of a rloii bed of galena at St. 
Marys, near Fort ateel, is attracting a 
great deal of attention, and is believed lo 
bo one of the beat things yet to hand. The 
lead ia about 'SO foot wide where exposed, 
and when Mr. Cummins left they were 
down some 'Mi feet without any variation in 
the quality of tho material, wJiicli through- 
out is of a very high grade. Thia aplendid bed 
of ore waa diacoverod lastsummer by two en. 
terpriaing proapeotors, Me8er8.;Bourgeoisand 
Langoll, and so excellent were the samples 
produced that they found no diliiculty in 
interesting eapitaliats in tho undertaking. 
The worst of it ia that tho mine is soine- 
wdiat out of the way, being 200 milea from 
Golden by wagon road, and here is the 
nearest smelter. However, it is hoped the 
dilllculties of transit will soon bo overcome, 
as the Upper Columbia Navigation Co. aro 
about to put a steamer ou tho waters. 
Their atcanicrs at present only run aa far as 
Jennings, in connection with tho Great 
Northern Railway. The now discovery 
is said to be almost illimitable, and will no 
doubt attract a great deal of attention as 
soon aa the season opens. 

Tho Thunder Hill mine Mr. Cuiuinins re- 
ports doing good work, large bodies of con- 
centrating ore being taken out and placed 
in the bins. A tramway about two miles in 
length has been laid from the mines to tho 
concentrating worka on tho lake, and a 
largo amount of machinery haa been brought 
in and placed in position. 

Mr. Cummina says the weather up- 
country has been particularly aevere. At 
Golden there waa about three feet six 
inchea of enow and at Donald about four 
feat. At tho Glacier the snow was not less 
than nine feet deep. 

On tho whole, Mr. Cttmminti thinks the 
proapeota of his seotion of the country 
good, and is thankful that he managed to 
reach Victoria without experiencing any of 
thoao annoying delays caused by snow- 
slides, etc.

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SMALLPOX PROPHYLACTICS. 



yVliat the HEoyal Commission Eepoi t 
-Has to Say About Preventing 
the Disease. 



Vacdnfltlon Discussed and Stronjfly 
EecoJmnVnded-Tlie , NorwlcU In-, 
quiry Examined Into. 



The BoyM Comtnissioh report, which was 

briefly BUmmarized yeaterday, containa an 
intoreating chuptor on " Protection iigiunst 
contagion from abroad — smallpox and vno- 
cinatioo. " The report says : 

'''The beat protection against all invasions 
of contagion seems to reside, not in the lirst 
line of defence, viz., quarantine — tlirni',,^ 
any quarantine isolated caees. ['^ aiiowii 
by cxporinnco, will B<^^ their Way ; but iu 
the §cO';ncl line, iaolaliou mul aanitiUion. 
%.ny case wliioh peue'a'ntea through (|uaran- 
tino must bo iv,iniediiUoly tuUeii up, iso- 
^atcfjj „na Ireiited in auub u. nmnner aa to 
prevent its propagation. It aeoma to be 
universally admitted that all thcao con- 
tagions are propagated by means of gerina ; 
whether carried iu the air, or by water, or 
in solid filth of any deacription may be dis- 
puted. But this further ia everywhere ad- 
mitted, that cloaidineaa, both of the peraon 
ami of u iiHin's aurroundinga, diniiniahes the 
'iiidii.s iu wliieh aueh gernia llourish,and alao 
diminiahea tho susceptibility of individuala 
to yield to their attacl^a. And aa a principal 
means of cleanliness a copious supply of 
pure water is essential. With these pro- 
cautionB .it ii tolerably certain that no con- 
tiagion will ever become epidemic. 

" Ab against all other contagious thcao are 
the only provisions which can bo made, viz. , 
isolation and sanitation. But as againat the 
particular disease of amallpox there ia tho 
well known and approved prophylactic, vac- 
cination, to tho aupereminent valub of 
whicli all the profesaionul men examined bi-- 
foro na teatilied (juito unaniinoualy. Xliore 
wore difierencea of opinion aa to tlio mode 
of operating, aoiue preferring calf lympli 
provided from vaccine farms, lomc prefer- 
ring arm to arm vaccination, ijut all agree- 
ing aa to tlie great value of the operation. 
The experience of tho Province iu tho re- 
cent epidenuc aho»-a, however, that vaccin- 
ation, nnd rc-vapgiDfttion, by ijo tnama af- 
-ford 'ho tjOrfcct proieetiOii againsC con- 
tagion which luis been somotimca supposed. 
Tho experience here, however, may to eonie 
extent bo duo to tho inert pointa used. Yet 
there can be no doubt that vaccination very 
greatly lessens the chances of infection, and 
still more frequently disarms smallpox of 
its virulence. 

"Ih the recent epidemio, out of 100 oases 
treated by Dr. Richardson, 53 had been 
-R. .„,„„te(i_ hut only aix showed four scars, 
I c , fully VflOOln^iC'l: ^^'Hi ""tof i:! deatha 
only ono vaccinated person died, M\d ac waa 
suffering from a comp'ie'Uioii of diaorders. 
That ia, one vaccinated person died out of 
53 attacked, and Vl unVrt(>c^tlialcd perajna 
out of i7 attacks. Tills U certain, that al- 
though dootora and professional nurses arc 
ttbvioualy mote exposed to contagion than 
any other classes "of the commuuiiy, not a 
tlo'Ao doctor or professional nurae was at- 
lasked during the whole coarse of the epi- 
demic here. They all believed and truated 
in vaccination. There are no statiatica to 
show the numbers of vaccinated and unvac- 
cinnted persons here; but probably the vac- 
cinaf'd are far more numerous— far more 
tlian the ratio of 53 to 47; in which case the 
percentage of uttacka, as well as of deatha, 
is largely in favor of vaccination. In fact, 
only U out of 100 attacks had been fully 
vaccinated. i t ii 

"Aguinat this universal consent of all 
■who bad made ii professional study of t 
question, wc oU'ered to take the evider^^,,, 
all who profcascd the contrary opinion. 
Two champions presented themsjlvea. One, 
who uppeurod much the atronger in hia 
•views, had confessedly tiot studied the 
• question at all, and tho mere vehemence of 
tho expression of his opinions of coyrse en- 
titled them to no weight, but rather de- 
ducted from their impresaivencas. The 
other, Mr. Greig, had devoted a great deal 
of time and study to tho aubject of vaccina- 
tion; and adduced a vast quantity of figures 
in support of hia propositions, which were 
chiefly that (I) vaccination is in no degree a 
protection against smallpox, bnt rather pre- 
disposes to the disease; (2) the Austrian 
Btatietica show that the mortality per cent, 
in vaooinated cases is nearly double that of 
the unvaccinated ; (3) smallpox in the 
eighteenth century was not usually fatal, 
nor an object of dread, except among in- 
fants; it was in fact a merely infantile dis- 
order; (1) vaccinia in itself was a highly 
duugoroua disease, though perhaps not ao 
immediately fatal aa amallpox, but with a 
high probability of conveying into the vac- 
cinated peraona varioua deadly poisons: ery- 
sipelas, syphilitic, and scorhulio diaorders, 
consumption, etc., more to be dreaded 
than amallpox itself. 

" Theae propoaitiona are so utterly con- 
trary to all the accepted ideas of educated 
persona, and to all coinnion knowledge, 
that we examined a little into the tables 
nnd figures adduced. But wo found that 
they Were all (witli one exception) merely 
oue-aid'jd, extracted or constructed, in order 
to support the foregone conclusion (though 
wo are (piite aure that ilr. (Ireig did not 
think eo, and, in fact, that it would bo im- 
possible to ))erauade ium to that cfl'ect) und 
utterly unworthy of any reliance. Tho ex- 
ception to which we allude, the only one in 
which the whole cato was plui;e<l before ns, 
was tho Blue Book on the Parliamentary in- 
vestigation in tho Norwich case. Mr. 
Greig handed this Blue Boole up to ua in 
order tliat we might see the ipaissivia verba 
of one.or two witnesses, contained in ono or 
two lines. This, of course, wo declined to 
do, and loolced at the whole report. And 
it was so extraordinary, and| so completely 
exploded the whole case of tho anti- 
vaccinatibnists that we shall shortly state 
the case as it appears by the report of the 
commissioners : — 

The Norwich case arose in this wise 
Shortly after certain vaccinations by the 
Norwich public vaccinater iu June, KSS'J, 
nine of the infanta had contracted cryaipe- 
las, and four had ilied — two sickening a very 
few hours after the operation. Complaints 
having thus arisen, a Royal Comniiuaion w 
appointed to intiuiro into tho case. It was 
nscortained that it waa perfectly true that 
liino childri'ii who had been vaccinated at 
tho public at ition by the puljlio vaccinator 
had been sei/. d \vilh cry sipelus — one within 
two hours after the operation — and thai 
four had died of that disease. The vaccin- 
ation hail been by arm to arm, taken on 
bono pointa which had been frecjuently used 
before, aprnetioo which tlie t'ommissiouera 
.condemned, lu-yaipelaa was very prevalent 
in Norwich at the time, though not epi- 
demic. None of tho vacciuifora were affect- 
. ed, either thr n or later on, with oryaipehia. 
The vaccinator had occupied his situation 
for nine and a half years, vaooinating 1,000 
or 1.200 annually, and this was the first 
complaint ooncerninj? any oases vaccinated 
by him. Tho Commissioners exonerated 
him from all blame. They profess to 
bo unable to assign with any certaint); 
tho origin of tho fatal erysipelas in any oose,' 
fciit think that in two cases it was contract- 



ed while atte.i'^inR at the pu'dic station in 
order to be va.'cinated, and that a "strong 
case of suspicion " f'^su'l ^^"^1 tjie pur- 
ity of the vaccine lv'"M'h einp oyed in these 
two cases. As to the third ohild, they be- 
lieve the ervsipolaa was oontracted at 
the station, bub that tlie,o "''-'^ "° '=^'"'<'"5'" 
as to tho probable soureo of iv;"'cctiou, Aa 
to the fourth ohlld, they find thav f,""^""^ 
tho infection at tho station, but at "'o lu- 
speotion of its arm on the eighth day 
vadoination, and not from toe operation • 
all. The Norwich Commlsaionera therefore 
found that these four are tho only deaths 
which it had been atteinpt<^J to couueot 
with any one of 10,000 or l'_',000 operations — 
thataa to ono child, it did not cutch eryai- 
polua till eight days after vaccination, and 
therefore clearly not from the oyoi-iition at 
all ; that as to another child, tlioM wnn 
nothing to connect tho oryslpcina with tho 
oporution^ though tlioru \f'XZ iio concluaivo 
'".jproof. 

"Aato tho third and fourth ciiaca, the 
Commissioners seem quite puwled. If they 
attributed it to the points : these were in- 
serted four times in tho viiocinifer, and only 
once ill tlie patienta, yet tho vacciuifer 
never caught eryaipolua, On tho other 
baud, ainco ho never had erysipelas, it 
seemed impossible that he could give it. 
However, tho Commieaiouera strongly eua- 
pooted the lymph. Notwithstanding thia, 
Mr. llreig actually says (Kvid. II, p. 32D) : 
' The result of the Norwich Commission 
waa to prove that the whole of tho four 
deaths resulted from vaccination.'— ' Ac- 
cording to the report. Dr. Guy killed all 
the four children.'— "i'hey (the Norwich 
Commissioners) reported tha* there was no 
doubt about the cause of deo*h of the four 
children.' And it was jinpoaaible to con- 
vince Mr. Greig that ho was under a com- 
plete Imllucinntion na to the express de- 
claration of those Commlaaionora i 01' tliat 
they had iu tho clearest ternia declared 
tho exact Ountra.ry of what he 
ividly imagined. 'Wheu a man 
cannot, aa to a particular auhjeot, bo Ijrought 
to understand tho meauiug of What he him- 
self says, or of what others have written, 
he caauot expect hia opinions on that sub- 
ject to bo treated' with gi'dt; deference, 
however respectable in other respects. 
WherouB, in fact, the Commissioners' report 
does not distinctly trace one single case of 
infection to tho lymph of the vaccinator out 
of 10,000 operations, and only dubiously 
traces two deaths to tho operation, and that 
at a time when erysipelas was in the air in 
tho oity_expressly pointing out, that tho 
erysipelas migbt have been caught from 
others at tho station, or from the doctor 
himself. Whfi^er vacciuation should at all 
be proceeded sdth in tho presence of suoh a 
plague, und wltfiUier it ahould not at auch 
times be posti;t>:i2d until the atmosphere be- 
ooiTica more houithy, may hu <iuestioned. 
Tho Norwich inquiry ecema to ua to prove 
that careful public vacoinatiion, at times 
when the general healtli of the city is in a 
normal state, ia aiuioat w'li°"y free from 
the slightest appreciable i''**k, cither aub- 
gmjitivoly iu itself, or as the voliiclo of more 
Bcrioua infection. And this ia all that tho 
medical ^ofcMlon generally allege. And 
against Ihia mlnuU percentage of risk la to 
bo weighed its welbpiovcd eliioacy aa a 
prophylactic duriug a whole century ir 
every civilized country iu tbo world-tcs' - 
too, in the face of most virulent oppo ^ 
on all sorts of grounds, pbyaioal, S' ^„ 
tal and religious. 

'•Tho extreme and mnuat „f 
the anti-vaccination at P ^^^^ 
oe.ved by the degradin ejudice exhibited 
against the entire profession by 

Mr. l.u'eig,who v _^ ^ convinced would 
be moat lair temperate upon any other 
toP'"^' to all public vaccinators in Eog- 

liinu, h-^ pyj^j. j^jjij overagain referred to the 
"^'^'^-aaary bias in their minds by reason of 
*,iie fee (three shilliagt). And he greatly 
prefersed private vaccinators, because, he 
insinuated, any of thein_ might, to please 
the parents, vaccinate tbo infant with milk 
instead of vaccine lymph '"'d then give a 
vaccination certificate. And although re- 
peatedly pressed, Whether he really and 
seriously thought that the latter would be 
guilty of such a fraud, or that the former 
would be willing to out-Herod Herod by 
poisoning innocent infants 'at six bits u 
head, ho still smiliiiyly adhered to his 
views : that if those motivea wore not 
always put in practice, thoy were always 
present ; nor was it prjgaible co make him 
perceive that he waa ascrf'ing the basest 
conduct to the entire inuaier-roU of the 
profeaaion, since doctors \vho are public 
vaccinators, and doctors who are not, neces- 
sarily exhaust tho whole category. 

Incur opinion, tliouK'^ vaccination ia 
not iufalliblo — probably tlierc is no infalli- 
ble remedy or ])rophyliictio against any dia- 
order in the world — it iw ao poteutthiit, 
if univeraally adopted, simUlpox might be 
eliminated from the uoniencluture of exist- 
ing diseases. The evidence of Mr, Kito, 
tho Japancao consul at Vancouver city, ia 
valuable aa illustrating tire high degree of 
appreciative intelligence possessed by hia 
fellow-countrymen. 

"Wo think thul vaccination should be 
compulsory on all chihlren before attaining 
the ago of three mouth'', followed by re- 
vaccination at the ago of puberty. 

"Though we have uo dcjuht but that 
huniani/.eil lymph aiuliirin to iinn vaccination 
is the nioat ellicient and economical UKithod, 
yet as thcue ia couaiileriible divergence of 
lirofcsaional opiuiiin in the Province on the 
aubji'd, and as ihero uiay ''e, and doubtless 
are, many non profuusioiial ])e(iple who en- 
tertain Henlimeiital or reid objections to its 
compulsory adoption, w'o .'suggest that the 
subject, or tho parents or guardians of tho 
subject, should have tbo choice of being 
operated on with humanized or bovine 
lymph. 

" To enaure due performance of the oper- 
ation, wo recomineud tho appointment of 
public vaooinatora by Government, who 
alone should bo authorized to issue certiti- 
catos of successful vaccination, of insuscep- 
tibility, and of unfitness for submitting to 
the operation. They should keep a register 
of all cases and results, &pd be subject to 
the supervision of a auperior officer. 

"When the diseiise is prevalent, or 
threatens to hecoms bo, extra i)roviaion 
should be made for vaccination and re-vac- 
cination, and tho routes of travel should bo 
properly guarded to prevent tho departure

Aa stated in the CoLoNIST aotiio w ccVn ^ - 
ago. Captain J. M. Lttchlan, who ia hcra 
from Now York in tho intercata of the own- 
ers of the San Pedro, decided to try tho 
coirer-dam method of raiaing the ship, and 
ho only awaited fine weather to commence 
work. A week or tea days ago ho started, 
not on the ship itself, but on tho plans, and 
from tho systematic and thorougfi way in 
which tho work is being done there ia little 
doubt that it will be succcaaful. 

The casual viaitor to tlie Outer udiarf may 
have noticed that on tho now extension, past 
where the sti joi ahovcl and dredge ia work- 
ing, there are :v number of men engaged in 
erecting a structure which looks like the 
upper tleck of a ateamor, but Whioh y„ 
;is tb<. iinini tinted Cilii under^iund, dooa not 
seem t i IntVO IVii^ RdSV.uio uae. Capt. Lacli- 
lan himself was in charge of tho work, when 
11. Colonist reporter visitec tho wharf on 
Monday, and by hia courtesy the reporter 
was showu tho somowhat elaborate design 
and had tho details explained. The struc- 
ture on which the men are now engaged is 
simply a full sized model of tho upper part 
of tho Sau Pedro. It will show, when com- 
pleted, her full length and breadth, all 
the lines being carefully constructedNrith 
great accuracy so that the model 
will be in every respect a counterpart of tho 
portions of tho ship represented. Tho 
hatches, deck houses, etc., aro all shown in 
skeleton with lines drawn across, from end 
to end, etc., showing beams, stays, bracof 
angles and compartments. Tho hatches, 
instance, are shown the exact siz» 
height, and tho same with the houf 
piece of acantling which ropresor f^" 
nuat baa the proper rake witl- t'ho 
cuinfereuco and height indie J-he ">ze. "f- 
All this work is for a -"tod, and soon, 
comparatively easy m- ..urpoae.

i'he model shows the exact depth of 
ivater at high tide to be '2.'! feet 10 inches on 
the main deck ut the deepest point. Thia 
uieasuromout will aurpriao many who have 
known the way tho work was being carried 
on by Cupt. Whitelaw. Nineteen feet was 
hitherto supposed to ho all there waa at 
high tide, and of courao very much leas at 
low water. Tho colTer-dam will shut all thia 
out. It will be built from iu front of the 
main mast, at an eijual angle from both 
aides of the ship. Towards the bow, where 
a portion of the deck ia under water at high 
tiile, an enclosure will be built to shut the 
water out. Thia will practically have the 
etfect of making tho main deck dry from 
tlio bow back to a few feet in front 
of the mainmast. From here the cncloaed 
colfer dam will bo built clean back as far as 
tlio iron " turtle-back " stern, and high 
enough to cover tho smoko-atack. Tliero 
will be a "batter," both in front and in the 
stern, thus throwing otT that much water 
and breaking the force of the naves should 
any wind arise in the meantime. The main 
central support for the bii? enclosure will 
run from two braces alongside the mainmast 
back to the stem, and wdl be solidly held 
in place. From this beams will be laid four 
feet apart down to the sides of the ship, 
where they will rest upon the gunwale 
secured by bolts and iron straps to a huge 
piece of tiinher whicli ia to he bolted right 
to the side of tho ship and will extend tlie 
wdiole length. To further aecure these beama 
atrong iron rodawill be run from th.em to the 
crosa beams of the lower deck on ojiposite 
sides, thus allordiiig every possihlo security 
for llie heavy lift. Caiivus wdl! he laid 
over the beams, covered by a sheathing of 
two-inch jilanks all carefully caulked and 
wdien comiileted the dam will lie air tight 
and water tight. It is proposed to throw 
the wdiole of the cargo of coal over liourd 
and in the lorward part of the ship to jiiit a 
piece of false deck eo that the water in the 
bottom of the ship, when that over it is 
pumped out, will liavo o certain amount of 
lifting power. 

All the timbers, beama, etc., will be cut 
and iitted into their positions on the model 
before work on the ship itself ia commenced 
at all. The holea will uU he bored mid aa 
much work as cau bo done on shore, will bo 
done so that it will only take about 
forty-eight hours of continued fair 
weather to place the coffer-dam in poai- 
tion. This done, the final attempt to tloat 
the ship will be made, and, as has been 
said, it will be successful unless there is in 
tho interim some extraordinary weather. 

Capt, Laohlan says very little about his 
plana and is modest concerning them. 

"I am taking all precautiona human fore- 
sight can devise," ho said yeatenl ly, " and 
am hoping tor success. Thia is what 
should have been done long ago and would 
have Iiecn done but that eo iiiucli money 
was already spent on pontoona, etc., ami we 
thoughr, it ln'sl to exhaust every elVort to 
use the material thus on hanil. 1 don't 
knf)W of a simple instance in which the en 
closed colfer-dam haa been used in thia way 
before, and when the San Pedro is afloat 
and running again, I shall think I have done 
a good piece ot work.

llev. Mr. Dodds is found in his iKirrnw

record and limls that he has several 
burglars in the shop, but he does not 
like the idea of having them inter- 
viewed.

"As 1 stiid, 1 got to ^vriting poetry, 
iind poetry jirovcd ray downfall.

%\ orks alone ought to be successful. 1 
always worlfod alone except once. Tluii 
I was eanglit and iny "pal' escaped.

I took my si'ulenco like a iniinaml 
never 'peai lied' on him. Had I been 
'operating' alone 1 don't think I would 
have been caught. 

"About making houses burglar-proof 
I .should fir.st recommend that peopU- 
put loek-s uu their doors that can't be 
picked wit h--well, with a bulti in-liool;. 
.V burglar deiieiids largely on a skele- 
ton key to gain access. Men of means, 
however, now have the latch-lock on 
tlieir doors, and these can not be picked 
—Hint is, not readily. To guard against 
entrance by the doors they should be 
heavy, should (it tight to prevent work 
with a 'jimmy,' shunld be double loekeil 
with a chain-lock on the iiisitle ami 
bolted securely at top and Ijottom. 'I'bat 
will generally balBo a Kncak-tliief, who 
dues nut deserve to be called a burglar. 
Ilie.vever, when be linds till' door effect- 
ually bars him be can t,'i) to the rciir. 
climb on a. shed, [n irt iei i, or even 'skin' 
up a w;iter-pii)e nr liglitning-rod to a. 
sceond-.story window. .Such a window 
is said to bo the easiest place of all to 
enter a house. That is why there are 
so imuiy 'seoo.-.il-story workers.' as they 
are called, buL 1 iiecer tried it my- 
self. 'J'o jirevent these fellows till .-re- 
posed windows- I mean those opc-ning 
on :l porch or shed — should lie well 
barred. A 'socond-story worker' doesn't 
carry tools as a rule. He is a snctik- 
thiof." 

The man sjiok-e these v.'ords as if the 
"priifessioii" luiiked on siiea k-t iiieves 
as nlijeetiiiualile eliaraeters who shinild 
be excluded friim the sncictv of honest 
eraeksinen. 

"But for iron har.s and .steel doors," 
ho continued, "an expert burglar litis 
little dread. Oivo him thno and he will 
go tliriiufrh any thing. It^ re(|nires a 
;.'i-niiis to eii-emiivent him, tiud even 
genius is not eipud toil. .\nd for this 
reason: A burglar or safe-blower has 
a gretiler incentive for surmounting the 
dillicnltics i:a tho way of access to a 
treasure than has the invent-n- for 
creating tlioin. Tho one receives his 
reward in the shapeuf s;il;iry: the riiber 
in workiirr fur a furtuiie, perlia|)s, that 
lies just beyond the barrier which he is 
endeavoring to overcome. Tho burghir 
gains a fortune for a few hours' hihor; 
the inveu'iir laliors for a year, and ;it 
(lie end uf that, time gets barely the 
worth of his woi-lc. It is ii naturtil l:iw 
thai, where there is the irreatesl. iii- 
eeiilive there will be fimml the greate,-l 
results of labor. So it is you will find 
burglars as smart and even smarter 
than inventors. 

'•l-'or my l>art T fail to see how you 
could mii!;e a liuu-a- ;i 1 .-,1 il ii I el y burglar- 
proof. \ uii might iiitili'e it .-^o dillieult 
of jieeess that the 1 iur;j la r wil I II nd a n- 
other to suit, his purpo.-,i':i :is well. One 
tiling is eertiiiii, however: A x'ich man 
is a fool not to have bars on his win- 
dows. They cost little, but they ma.\- 

save much."

METLAKAHTLA. 

Mr. Duncan's Account of the Disaster liy 
Wlilch the JIlBSliui Was Destroyed- An 
Apiieal For Asslataiice. 

Skatti.k, Feb. '20. — The news of the luirn- 
ing of the mission of Motlukuhtki, known 
as Father Duncan's mifision, in Alaska, was 
brought by the City of Topeka, but no de- 
tails of the fire were given. The following 
letter from Father Dnucan to Fischer & 
lilacdonald not only gives particulars of 
tho disaster, but explains tho aad situation 
in which the natives are at the present 
time. He asks for help to rebuild tho 
houacs, and the rcqueet is being liberally 
responded to by the people of Seattle. 
The letter is as follows : 

Metlakautla, Alaska, Feb. lO, 18Q;h 

Jhsirs. Fischer aiid Macdonahl: It is 
with profound grief I write to ac(piaiut you 
with tho sad calamity which has just be- 
fulleu our village. lu tho forenoon of tho 
7th inst., (Tuesday) a firo broke out from a 
temporarily vacated house, and owing to a 
strong east wind prevailing at tho time all 
cfferta to cheek or control tho flames proved 
abortive. In leas than two hours twenty- 
eight houses were completely consumed. 
Unfortunately, as is usual at this time of 
year, many ot our people were away hunt- 
ing and tiahiug, so that tho loss in house- 
liuld turnituie, food and clothing was also 
very great. From some of the houaea burnt 
up scarcely anything was saved. 

During all the years of my residence in 
this country I do not lemcmber experi- 
encing such extremes in tho weather as wo 
have had this winter. For teu days previ- 
ous to the tiro an unusually dry east wind 
prevailed. This had made everything 
around bo dry that a mere spark was suf- 
ficient to .start a firo. The intense cold 
weather, too, wo have encountered de- 
manded extra largo fires to bo kept up. 
These conditions, so favorable to fire, which 
would have put experienced people on their 
guard, produced, I am sorry to say, no 
extra care or watchfulness on our unsus- 
pecting natives. Thus they aro now 
plunged into deep distress, the first bitter 
experience of the kind they have ever been 
called upon to auffer. 

After the fire bad passed the village it 
spread furiously in tho forest, and a con- 
flagrations of enormous proportions raged 
through the remainder of the day and all 
through tho night. When the panic had 
eoniewlmt subsided I called a few people to- 
gether to consider what was to bo done for 
the sullercra, and it was decided tliat those 
who had been denuded of their supply of 
food, wearing apparel and bedding should 
be first attended to. A subscription was at 
oiico raised to purchase Ijlaulccta and fond 
for distribution. In tlio mcautiuic the 
homeless were being kindly received and 
sheltered by their more favored neighbors, 
but from fear of furtlior disaater all the fires 
ill the village were e.Ktinguislied. 

Yesterday, to the relief of our fears, the 
wind subaided and the snow began to fall. 
Many of the people who wero aliaeiit at tho 
time of the fire, returned, but alas 1 only to 
seo and bewail tlie ruins of homes tliey had 
but recently left. In tho afternoon we held 
a general meeting, at which I was glad to 
observe a subdued, quiet spirit prevailed. 
Instead of moroeenesB, anger, fault-finding 
and despair whiob would, under the same 
circumstances, have nndoubtedly oppeared 
ill years gone by, there followed only syrii 
pathy for the sufferers, pledges to share the 
heavy burden, resolutions to renewed 
efibrts and the adoption of wiser methods 
for providing against danjfor. In the end, 
therefore, I trust this severe calamity will 
prove a real gain ; for it may bo that aome 
of ilie ksHona necessary for their adctuici: 
incut in civilized life can only be learned 
through actual encounter with disaster. 

Now 1 must come to the real puriiort of 
iny letter, \\liieh ia to licg for aid. I'liough 
in teaching this people I have ever ]iroiii[iteil 
them to aclf-relianco and to avoid begging — 
yet I feel on this occtisioii J oamiol reaist 
their oarneat appeal to me to let their 
friends know of tho great loss they have 
sustained, with a view of soliciting aid for 
rebuilding their homes. About onc-ipiarter 
of our village has disappeared, and at tho 
lowest cstiinato about twelve thousand dol- 
lars (5I'J,(H)()) of property was destroyed. 
May 1 therefore, gentlemen, enlist your 
sympathy and co-operation to make Unown 
among our friends our necessities. It may 
bo Bomo will be kindly disposed to aid us. 
Should our appeal bo in any degree success- 
ful may I suggest that help ho only render- 
ed to those who will comply with our rules 
to be laid down for seouriDg-all possible pre- 
cautions in building;

I'lie Story of lut'iian Butchery ToUl 
by tlie Be).la Bellas to Mr. 
Staul&y Smith. 



Tribal I^ad Leads to tbe Aunihila- 
tioa of an Otter Hantiagr 
Party. 



I£ the story that a Bella Bolls tyeo told 
Stanioy Smith, ot Vanooiu-er, is true, the 
J.udtana have moat ingeniously kopt the facta 
of a sensatioaal tribe massa<:ce from their 
itcore civilized brethren. • ' ' 

Two months ago a brief item in tho Cui.- 
'OKIST announced that a large-canoe load of 
Indians had been lost in a storm o£f Sea Ot- 
ter island. About tho tinio this rumor 
reached Victoria, Stanley Smith arrived in 
the North by tho steumer Danube, and v, us 
sent for by a Bella Bella tyee with whom 
he was on good terms. Mr. Smith -was 
asked by the 'Bella Bella chief to writo a 
letter for 'him to a white friend. This was 
tho substaaco of the letter : 

" It is v. delate open (open secret) that tho 
canoe loed of otter hunters who were said 
to liavc been lost in a storm ofl" Soa Otter 
faland, '.vero all killed by Ivitkatlaa. 

" In the canoo there were fourteen men and 
tliree hlootclimen, some Uivera Inlet, some 
Holla Coolas, anil some Kamsijuits. They 
atart-jd out for >Sea Otter Island to I)uiit 
otter, but being overtaken by atorni, landed 
on Sorrow Island, oti' Capo Cr.lvert, near 
tho entrance to Fit/.hugh Sound. 

" Tliey had but one tent and in this tho 
Tyces of the three tribes camped. Three 
'days after, nine canoo loads of Kitkatl 
started for tho same island, and soon there 
were many Kitkatlas on Sorrow Island, 
but tho Kamsquita, Uirera Inlet and Bella 
Coolu's were all dead. 

"Many Kitkatlas wont speak through 
fear, but I have found out much about tho 
killing because they are not all wicked. 

" They landed on tho island after hunt- 
ing for the ' River Inlet ' they were in 
search of for three days, jii)d there found 
him otter hunting. Twenty guns were 
leveled at him without a word, and ho was 
shot dead. A friend of the (lead man who 
had picked up a gun and threatened the 
Kitkatlas was the next victim. 

" Thtt killers thou, either made mad with 
what they had done or for fear of tho reat 
telling an them, killed all of them but three 
tyces of .the three tribes mentioned, fearing 
at first to kill them beeause ithey had much 
power. The three whoso lives they spared 
were sufiFered to go into their tent. The 
Kitkatlas then retired and held a waw-waw. 
They soon returned, and opening tho flaps 
of the tent shot the three tyees dead where 
they sat. 

" They then collected the bodies in a 

heap, 17 of them, and rolling aside a very 
big log, dug a hole in llie send and put them 
in, rolling buck the log in its place. 

" I have been to Sorrow Island, and saw 
tho tent full of bullet holes, a felt hat.with 
two bullet holes in it, and two or three 
iktas (little baaketa in this case) on tho 
ground. I could not roll the big log away, 
but I saw enough to know that the killed are 
underneath." 

Stanley Smith visited all the Indians he 
knew in tho vicinity and all cnndrmed the 
story. One said ho hud told two while 
men, but they said he was dreaming. Air. 
Smith told tho Indians to notify the agent 
at Alert Hay before the evidences of guilt 
were reniovod on the islamJ, which 
if the story is true, has been so aptly 
named, and told the whites ho met there to 
help the Indians all they could. Mr. Stan- 
ley Smith is not a man given to romancing, 
and when asked why ho had not made tho 
story public long ago he said : 

" I am not looking for notoriety. I can- 
not vouch for tho truth, of the story, though 
it was told to me by Indians 1 have conli- 
dence in ; and when I inatructed them what 
to do and helped in any way I could I con- 
sidered my duty done. If you had come to 
me two weeks ago I could have given you 
the facts then." 

Superintendent A. W. Vowell, up to last 
evening, had received no information con- 
firmatory of the report above given, nor hud 
any of his recent advices from the North 
mado mention of the nnatter. The Pro- 
vincial police are also uqable to throw any 
light on tho subjeul.

GBNE&A.L BBAUEEGARD. 

The Veteran Dead-SUetdh of His Military! 
Career— Ills Itecord Since the AVar. 

Mkw Orleans, Feb. , 2r.— General G. T.( 
Beauregard died at his residence in this city! 

at 10 o'clock Ittst night. Pierre Guatavej 
Toutant Beauregard was born near New Or-' 
leans, La., May 20, 1818. Ho graduated at ; 
West Point in '1838,- At tho beginning of| 
tho war with Mexico he was engaged in tho 
construction of defenses at Tampico, siege 
operations at Vera Cruz, Cerro Gordo, Gon- 
treras, Chapultepeo and City of Mexico, 
where he was twice wounded. Shortly 
afterward he was breveted major. 

On January 'J,'!, ISGl, he was assigned to 
duty as superintendent of West Point, but 
rcaigned bis commission February "20, ISOl. 
He at once offered his services to the South- 
ern Confederacy and waa placed in com- 
mand of tho defenses at Charleston, S. C. 
On tho recusal of Major Anderson to evacu- 
alo Fort Sumter ho opened fire on the fort 
on April 12, 1S61. After several hours of 
cannonading the fort surrendered. Beaure- 
gard waa then ordered to Virginia, and was 
practically in command at tho battle of Bull 
Run, thougli superseded at tho last njoment 
1)3' General J. K. Johnaton. 
^In the spring of ISGS he was ordered to 
Tennessee as second in commantl to General 
A. S. Johnston, and when thc.t officer waa 
killed at tho battle of Siiiloh (April 0, 
18(12), Beauregard took commiind and al- 
most succeeded in routing the Northern 
army. Tho next day, however, the Feder- 
als received reinforcements and Beauregard 
was compelled to retreat in good order to 
Corinth, Miss., whern he nnide a successful 
defence until May 29, when ho evacuated 
the place, retreating southward along tho 
Mobilc'&. Ohio railroad. 

General Beauregard's health failed after 
this campaign, and he was on leave of i\h- 
senco till August, when, with the full rank 
of general, ho was again placed in command 
at Charleston, which ho defended from 
September, 1862, till April, ISOl, against 
formidable siege operations. In May, 1864, 
when General Grant wa^ closing in upon the 
approaches to Richmond, Beauregard de- 
feated Biulor at Drnry's blufif, and held 
Petersburg against the Federal advance. 
In October, 18(11, he was in command of the 
military division of the West and sent to 
Georgia to resist tho march of the Pederals 
under Sherman. The attempt proved fu- 
tile, and joining forces with tleneral J. H. 
Jolmalou in North Carolina, ho aurrendered 
with that oliicer to General Sherman in 
April, ISb.'). 

After the war he became president of the 
Now Orleans, Jackson & Mississippi Rail- 
road, adjutant-general of the state, and 
manager of the Louisiana lottery. 



COKBETT-MITCHBLL. 

The Champions Mkely to Jlect-I'rpllmlnnry 
Arrangenu'nts I'ro^'resslng-Whiit.SuIU- 
van Tlilnks of C'orbett. 

Ni:w Voiiic, Feb. 21.— Charles Mitchell 
has agreed to deposit a $10,000 forfeit and 
light Corliett. This decision was arrived at 
at midnight to-night, when Brady, Cor- 
bett's manager, and Solicitor Abrahaina, 
representing Mitchell, met at the Gedncy 
House and came to terms without difHculty. 
James R. Blanohard was decided upon as 
temporary stakeholder until Phil Dwyer 
had finished with tho Hall Fitzaimmons 
fight. Brady, after tho preliminaries had 
been agreed upon, proposed that a 
eertilied chccquo for $10,000 bo deposited 
witli Blanchard in Boston before Tliursdaj'. 
Aliraham said that the money would be 
forthcondng. It waa then agreed that 
Mitchell and Brady should meet in tiie olEce 
of the Dran'.atic News in this city on Thurs- 
day evening, at 7 o'clock. After Thurs'day 
evening's meeting- •.vbclc party will start 
for Niagara Falls, where the articles of 
aL'reenH'iil for the light will bo signed. 

The Herald (juliliahea an interview with 
CharlieMitljliell, in wliicli the pugilist says, 
referring to his light with Sullivan at Clian- 
tilly : " I think that the Sullivan light was 
a harder one than this is likely to be. My 
own opinion is that .Sullivan is the grci'.test 
Gghtor every born of woman, and if Cor- 
bett had tackled him in his prime ho would 
not be champion to day." 

" What do you think of Corbett as com- 
pared with Jackson ?" 

" Well," said Mitchell, " I tliink Corbott's 
chances with Jackson would bo better now 
than ever. When ho fought him the draw 
in San Francisco he was a young, inejcperi- 
enced man, and the black fellow bad already 
made a record. Now 'Corbett has been spar- 
ring around the country and fought Sulli- 
van and all that, and of course hi learned a 
good deal and can do better than he did be- 
fore. That is why I think his chances are 
better than they were." 

CniOAno, Feb. 20.— In a long letter John 
L. Sullivan nays his respects to Corbett, 
Mitchell and Goddard. After deelarinR 
that he has hitherto refrained from aaying 
anything that rellects on Corbett, .lolin L. 
proceeds: "No man ever yet called me u 
coward and escaped punishment. I fought 
all comers for eleven years, and thia is the 
single exception where a man has the aud- 
acity to state that in my battles I have 
ever taken an unfair adv.mtage or played 
a dishonorable part. Before tho J^lil- 
waukeo Press Club, Corbett stated 
that my fight with Ryan was 'fixed,' 
and also that I had arranged with Iiim to 
give a fake exhibition in the four-round 
glove contest in tliat city. At first I gave 
no attention to these atatements, thinking 
that his head hud lieen bemuddleil by beer. 
Now, however, 1 have come to believe that 
ho is a pupil of Ananias, the father of liars. 
I can prove that on the day of my exhibi- 
tion with Corbett in .Sun Fraiieisco he came 
to my room in tho Baldwin hotel and begged 
that I woidd not try to knock him out. Ho 
then claims that at New Orleans I mado a 
plea to him in the ring that he would take 
no unfair advantage. This is also branded 
us a lie." 

The ex-champion goes on to say that he 
regards Mitchell as a harder hitter than Cor- 
bett, and as clever a fighter, and that the 
man with tho upright hair is afraid to meet 
the I'^nglishmau. Corbett, John asserts, has 
a atrealc of yellow in his composition and 
used the championship title for the poor 
theatrical ventures. "As a theatrical at- 
traction," saya John, "It is my honest 
belief that Mitchell ia better able to draw 
crowds than tho other, who jioaea as a 
matinee inaaher. A little theatrical 
business is all very well, hut the imblic 
wants a man who will liglit, and not a sissy 
who can act. If Oirbett is so hot after 
Mitchell, why did he not meet him last 
winter when tip; I'liiglialiman cutne here ex- 
pressly for that pinposo '.' Will he explain 
why that contest never occurred and how it 
was that when Mitchell, being finally dis- 
gusted, called him a coward to his face, he 
olloretl no resentment'/ Bah I bah I Away 
with such mnkn-believe champions." 

Mitchell, in Sullivan'a ojjinion, has proved 
that ho i» afraid of no man on earth, even if 
he does not always fight fair. He con- 
tinuea : "I do not wish to be understood to 
bo against Corbett in the proposed fight 
with Mitchell, for my sympathy is with the 
Amoric;in. However, should the former be

A NEW TRIAL OEDERED. 



The Famous Suit of Gabriel Versus 
Mealier Will Be Heard Again 
ia the Coiirts. 



Reasons Why the Divisional Court 
Set Aside the Verdict of the Jury 
Awarding: Damages. 



As a result of the argument which has 

been going on for tho past two days before 
Sir Matthew Bcgbie, C. J., Mr. Justice 
Walkem, and Mr. Justice Drake, sitting aa 
a Divisional court, a new trial has been 
ordered in tho celebrated case of Gabriel 
versus Mesher, in which a special jury, a 
short time ago, awarded heavy damages. 

Tho original action was, after many of tl-,e 
law'a delaya, heard before Mr. Jusl'.ce 
Grease and a special jury early in Januoj-y. 
Mr. A. K. MePhillipa appeared for the 
plaintiff, Mr. K. V. Bodvvell for defendant. 
On the motion to sign jiidgr.ieut in accord- 
ance with the verdict, Mr. l^odwell gave 
notice of various nbjectiora which he again 
argued before the IJiviuional court, with 
the result above stated. The verdict wtss 
act aside and a new trial ordered on the fol- 
lowing grounds : 

That the ellect of the charge of the 
learned Judge waa in reality to withdraw 
tho defendant's case from the jury, and us 
there was evithuice on both aides which 
ought to have gone to the; jury, and upon 
which they ought t-o have returned their 
verdict, it wua decided that there had been 
a mistrial, and that th.e isauea upon which it 
would bo necessary for the jury to find in 
order to enable the Court to enter judg- 
ment had not been pronounced upon by the 
jury, therefore a new trial was directed. 
Coats of the first triid to abide tho event of 
tho second trial. Coats of motion for a new 
trial to be paid by the plaintiff before the 
second action is begun.
